Stern declared today he .sold his 
three newspapers at “heavy personal 
loss” in order to “warn this nat ion'* 
Against the American Newspaper 
Guild, which he called a "cancer­ 
ous growth" that jeopardizes a free 
press. 
On February I Stern suspended 
publication of the Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord and the Camden <N. J.) Bulle­ 
tin Courier and Post after a guild 
.strike had lasted three months. 
Today he declared in a statement 
prepared for the House Labor Com­ 
mittee: 
Intended To Destroy 
“Gentlemen of the committee, I 
am now convinced that the Guild 
deliberately struck my newspapers; 
with the intent to destroy them." 
Yesterday Sam B. Eubanks, ex­ 
ecutive flee president of the CIO 
union, 
told the 
committee 
that 
Stern “provoked" the strike by re­ 
fusing to bargain. 
Stern termed this “a childish and 
obvious lie." 
Calling a free press the bulwark 
of liberty, Stern added: 
v I 
"I am making atonement for the 
disservice I have rendered this great 
institution as the first publisher 
who recognized the new paper guild. 
Heavy Pernmal Los* 
"I have retired from business at 
heavy personal loss. I saw no other 
way to warn this nation against the 
cancerous growth that jeopardizes 
the gn at institution to which I have 
devoted my life." 
Stern sold his newspaper proper­ 
ties and radio station WCAU to the 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. 
He told the committee that sec­ 
ond only to his error in urging 
his writers to unionize was "ignoring 
the guild’s insults and disparage­ 
m ents" 
"For ten years,** Stern asserted. "I 
have swallowed a stead) barrage of 
venom based on obvious and childish 
lies which I considered unworthy of 
answer. For the past ten years, al­ 
though I was paying the highest 
wages in our town and in America, 
I was attacked by the guild as an 
enemy of the fiery principles for 
which I have always fought." 
Admits "Grave Mistake" 
At another point Stern said: "I 
have always given In to the guild 
because I thought that sometime 
it would come of age.** 
But, he went on, “All my aims 
have turned to dust. I have done 
more to harm the position of the 
working 
newspaperman 
than 
to 
benefit him. I have put him in the 
straight jacket of a sinister pres­ 
sure group." 
"I now publicly admit that I made 
a grave mistake in recognizing the 
guild," Stern said adding that in 
"defense" of this "error" it should 
be recalled that the guild originally 
was a-craft union for writers, pho­ 
tographers and artists. 
"I was naive enough to trust that 
they would exercise the power I had 
placed in their hands with modera­ 
tion, restraint and idealism,” the 
witness 
continued. "A few 
years 
later I was shocked to 
find the 
guild had turned themselves Into 
an industrial union including clerks, 
stenographers, telephone 
solicitors 
and so forth.” 
His Single Hope 
Discussing the wage demands that 
led to the strike call last Novem­ 
ber 7, Stern said they were "fan­ 
tastic’’ and would have cost more 
than $1,500,000 a year, plus a pro­ 
portionate amount 
for 
the 
AFL 
unions which represented two thirds 
of the newspaper staffs. 
"This spelled bankruptcy for my 
newspapers,*’ Stern testified. 
Stern closed his statement with J 
this suggestion to the committee: 
"That no editor or creator of opin­ 
ion on any newspaper, magazine or 
radio should be compelled to belong j 
to any organization, whether trade 
union or any other. This is the best 
way in which the Congress can pro­ 
tect the precious freedom of the 
press. 
"That is the one constructive con­ 
tribution I hope will come out of 
this great tragedy in my life.”

For 
exam ple, one pilot, sm elling smoke, 
rushed back from th e controls to 
find his happy ch a tte rin g passengers 
seated around a sm all fire they had 
started on the floor of th e plane.
